A,  B.  Christie 
We  bad  Bro  Chrlafe  *Jr  guide  and  companion, 
and  Brother  Joaqulrl  W>Ha,  the  native  secretary 
of  the  Brazilian  Co«fcwi»|Dni  was  with  us  for  much 
0f  the  trip.  The  teK|t(f$  dovered  Is  in  large  part 
the  sugar  producing  ua  j  of  the  ^states  In  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  with  C'aftottilhe  chief  business  cen¬ 
ter.  We  give  the  Imeraryjof  this  tour  of  Inspec¬ 
tion  snd  o  beer  vat  lomylfl|h  %u  taken  between  the 
Convention  In  Rio  abd  Sr  ‘departure  for  Pernam¬ 
buco  and  the  North  @rlGSl  fission. 

We  left  Jtlo  de  J*Nei£f  ahd  the  delightful  home 
of  Bro.  and.  Mrs.  Sh^arf*  Friday  night,  June  30th., 
and  spent  (he  night  i  t  wnMIive  hotel  in  Nicteroy. 
rising  at  6  A.  M.  ti^tSi  (rain  for  Macahe.  Be¬ 
tween  Nicteroy  anlM&i  we  passed  through  a 
territory  In  which  fit  &v*  fifteen  Baptist  chur¬ 
ches  and  In  which  fljsrKis!  much  evangelistic  ac¬ 
tivity.  The  road  is  efiMgnrfly  rough  and  one  finds 
himself  slammed  agpnSttie  sides  of  the  car  un¬ 
til  he  wonders  when|4e]pill  get  rid  of  his  bruises. 
The  road  .lg  narrovfts&e  and  lacks  much  else 
besides  to  make  It  4]  W-tO-dute  means  pf  travel. 
We  have  been  <]lsti£|tl&linpressed  with  the  way 
In  which  the  rallrj&d|§>u{lders  in  Brazil  have 
made  a  hit  at  the  N0tE3Aitierlcan  railroad  equip¬ 
ment  and  have  mlk||djl  I  ( Judge  that  they  have 
endeavored  to  avold.J;u^pl(caUong  in  the  matter 
of  patents  and  haveJfueiQ  ohly  so  far  In  Imitating 
the  American  rallr(jM  Wadh  and  Pullman  car  as 
they  could  and  kevp^pt^if  (rouble.  The  points  at 
which  they  have  notlfl^shpd  their  Imitation  are 
such  as  Involve  a  ijo^dial  of  inconvience  tor 
the  ‘traveler,  and  ijblff  cjmdltlpns  are  not  bad 
enough  to  complain  can  travel  on  these 

roads  with  sufflclenClorafort  and  speed  If  he  has 
matters  of  such  ImMprttnqe  to  attend  to  ag  to 
take  his  mind  0ff  mi- jtrj^hlngs. 

We  had  service  a^3thcahq  on  Saturady  night, 
with  speeches  by  bM  fflirjstle,  Secretary  Lessa, 
and  the  writer.

We  were  to  bed  at  |*e  5a(tor’s  home  about  11 
o'clock  and  up  at  4:jS,  fed  coffee,  mounted  our 
h(lrseg  and  were  off  |jr  ipc  station  and  Campos, 
which  we  reached  a^ityioi30  Sunday  Morning. 
After  having  coffee  »nd  Mrs.  Bratcher, 

we  went  to  the  churtRf.aM  had  service  at  11:30. 
W*  then  had  a  real?  iyi^tutky  dinner  with  the 
Bratchers  and  were  «3j30  for  Padus,  where 
we  arrived  at  *  o'rlo^j  A  ‘*'ent  Immediately  to 
the  church  for  the  ciqJnrfSqfvIce  of  the  day. 

The  next  morning  ile  Eera  up  before  day  and 
„ff  again  for  Erneatft  l&Kado.  Here  we  had 
service  at  12M  and  lej  ®3iS0  for  Aperlbe.  We 
arrived  In  time  for  i|e%lght  service,  with  an 
audience  which  filled  Aferpofise  The  night  was 
was  spent  In  the  hos£pajfle  home  of  the  pastor, 
and  again  we  were  n^bMrf  day  and  off  for  the 
return  trip  to  Nlctertt  'Ac!  Rio.  .We  leave  to-  • 
m,,rrow  by  boat  for  N|indftbaco  and  a  tour  of  the 
North  Brazil  Mission.^  £

The  above  Is  a  mere  schedule  ipf  an  itinerary 
which  we  hope  may  prove  profitable  both]  to  the 
churches  visited  and  the  writer  In  jthe  wori  which 
he  Is  doing.  A  long  article  could  bp  written  about 
the  country  through  which  we  paused,  t lie  cus¬ 
toms  which  we  observed,  the  churches  vlsljjed,  in¬ 
teresting  personalities  met,  and,  i above  all,  the 
courtesies  bestowed  by  the  graclqus  people  who 
compose  the  churches  and  into  whose  homes  we 
went. 

The  churches  visited  are  all  self*8upp0rtlpg  and 
have  built  their  own  houses  of  Worship  without 
the  help  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Some  of 
1  them  are  already  self-propagating  bid  doing  a  fine 
evangelistic  work.  In  the  territory  there  Wre  ten 
self-supporting  schools,  conducted;  by  Individual 
churches.  These  are  extending  the  Influences  of 
the  churches  into  the  homes  of  the  fcommuniLy  and 
giving  opportunity  for  teaching  ahd  propagating 
our  Christian  faith.  It  is  a  beautiful  sight!  to  see 
these  bright-faced  pupils  in  school  .uniform!  seat¬ 
ed  before  you  in  groups  of  60  to  100,  In  the  Church 
building;  and  when  one  has  the  privilege  if  see¬ 
ing  some  of  these  make  profession  0f  faith  In 
Christ  under  the  broken  appeal  which  a  foreigner 
can  make,  he  takes  courage  for  the  La  use  of  iLhrlst 
In  this  sunny  land.

CHINESE  ARMIES  GET  RELIGION.

Sun  Yat-sen  has  run  awiy.  Hej  grabbed  a  gun¬ 
boat  or  two,  sent  a  few  tnachlni-gun  vollies  at 
the  Inoffensive  Canton  riverfront^  and  departed 
for  regions  unknown.  Chen  Chun^-mlng  U  again 
in  charge  of  the  “Southern  Capital".  Chen  is 
the  general  who,  as  governor  of  ‘Kwantung,  put 
through  the  reform  measures  that  'made  Sun  once 
more  popular  in  America.  Chen  [did  the  work; 
Sun  got  the  glory. 

Now  Sun  has  gone  and  Chen  has  declared  In 
favor  of  the  new  Peking  government.  The  chanc¬ 
es  are  bright  for  a  reunited  China  lunder  Li  Yuan- 
hung,  supported  by  Generals  Wu|  Pei-fu  in  the 
north  and  Chen  Chung-mlng  In  thje  south. 

What  has  all  this  do  with  the  Chinese  armies 
getting  religion?  Just  this.  By  'coincidence  or 
otherwise,  the  most  effective  figjiting  units  in 
China  today  are  certain  divisions  tinder  these  two 
*  generals— divisions  that  have  almost  literally  been 
eating  up  the  scriptures.  A  few  weeks  ago  Chang 
Tso-lln  was  reported  to  be  holding  an  Impreg¬ 
nable  position  In  the  western  hlllk  near  Peking. 
Feng  Yu-hslang,  the  Christian  Governor  of  Shensi 
led  his  little  army  out  of  remote  jsianfu,  hurled 
It  against  Chang’s  Fengtlen  troops,!  and  drove  the 
Invader  back  to  Manchuria,  begging  terms  of 
peace. 

While  that  was  taking  place  a  missionary  from 
Slanfu  came  to  my  office  to  pay  Jor  $476  worth 
of  Bibles,  Testaments  and  gospels!  and  to  order 
another  big  consignment.  He  saljl  that  almost 
every  soldier  in  Feng's  army  carries  a  Testa¬ 
ment  and  the  officers  nearly  all  own!  leather  bound 
Bibles.  More  than  that,  they  have  Set  a  style 
for  the  people  pf  the  city,  who  oin  every  hand 
are  buying  the  book  that  has  made  an  army  not 
only  tolerable,  but  decent,  likable,  j 

A  passenger  on  a  train  recently  was  rather 
startled  to  hear  two  well  dressed  gentlemen 
break  forth  Into  song,  and  more|  so  when  he 
recognized  the  tune  and  found  that  they  were 
singing  a  Christian  hymn.  They  w|ere  officers  in 
General  Feng's  army,  the  division  (hat  "won  the 
war"  for  Wu  Pel-fu.  A  hymnboolj  and  a  Bible 
were  their  traveling  companions  on!  the  train. 

pown  South  It  was  much  the  same.  The  Chris¬ 
tians  of  Canton  decilded  that  th^  city  needed 
a  moral  clean-up.  The  gambling  Joints  and  lot¬ 
teries  .were  notorious.  The  churches  had  good 
sense  enough  to  try  for  government  cooperation 
in  the  campaign.  Governor  Chen'h  government 
was  prudent  enough  to  capitalize  pjubllc  opinion. 
Result:  the  churches  agitated,  the  government 
acted,  and  American  newspapers  gave  Sun  Yat- 
sen  the  credit.  Then  followed  thie  purity-cam¬ 
paign  In  similar  fashion.  The  cleap-up  was  not 
so  complete,  but  noteworthy  nevertheless.  The 
Christian  forces  achieved  with  the  (Id  of  a  good 
governor,  and  Dr.  Sun  wore  the  feather. 

While  this  was  going  on  the  Christians  decid¬ 
ed  to  carry  their  welfare  work  into  jthe  barracks. 
This  was  undertaken  In  a  njost  friendly  spirit. 
To  top  off  the  churches  and  a  sejiool  of  blind 
boys  contributed  $122.00,  the  Bible  1  Societies  cut 
prices,  and  with  tjie  cooperation  of  the  YMCA 
1500  New  Testaments  were  presentejd  to  the  men 
of  one  of  these  brigades  before  they  broke  camp. 
Again  we  do  not  know  what  the  little  books  had 
to  do  with  it;  but  Chen  Chung-mlng's  troops  are 
now  in  control  at  Canton,  and  order!  has  been  re¬ 
stored  since  the  hasty  departure  of  I  Sun  Yat-sen. 

"Soldier"  used  to  be  a  synonym  jfor  "Sinner” 
of  the  worst  sort;  everyone  hated  the  troops 
and  dreaded  their  coming.  Since  the  Bibles  have 
gone  Into  the  camp8  and  the  armies  began  to  get 
religion  things  have  been  better.  If  LI  Yuan-hung 
succeeds  in  holding  the  country  together  and  in 
establishing  order  from  Peking  to  Canton,  he  and 
all  China  will  owe  much  to  Oenerals  Wu  and  Chen 
and  their  Blble-readlng  armies.

testimony.  -brought  as  a  lamb  to  the 

slaughter."  fill  6  Id  about  this  name  in  Revela¬ 
tion  that  we|>re*oW  concerned.  John  says  he 
saw  "In  the|]ld-#o<  the  throne  and  of  the  four 
living  creatuMs  a|d  In  the  midst  of  the  elders,  a. 
lamb  standings  fcohgh  It  had  been  slain."  Many 
other  aspectfjot  fe«us  and  his  work  will  come 
to  light  in  t|A  stily  of  Revelation,  but  they  are 
all  based  onftfce  Kimary  conception  of  the  lamb, 
namely  a  satjfflcef  oi*  sin.

If  We'  walk  }n  the  light 
as  he  is  In  the  light,  he  andj  We  hav|  fellowship 
one  with  another  and  the  bloofl  of  Jest|j  Christ  his 
son  cleanseth  from  all  sin.  jjohn  Inf  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  Revelation  breaks  f firth  Into  rapturous 
praise  of  him:  “Unto  him  thajt  loved  is  and  loos¬ 
ed  us  from  our  sins  by  his  jblood,  ai|d  he  made 
us  to  be  a  kingdom,  to  be  prlepts  unto  |ils  God  and 
Father;  to  him  be  the  glory  and  dominion  forever 
and  ever.  Amen."  The  myriads  of  angels  around 
while  not  sharing  personally}  In  his  Redemption, 
still  rejbtce  In  singing,  “Worttiy  is  thfl  Lamb  that 
hath  been  slain  to  receive  thp  power, J  and  riches, 
and  wisdom,  and  might,  and  honor,  aid  glory,  and 
blessing."

It  may  been  seen  at  first  I  almost  4  contradict- 

tlon  and  an  impossibility  to  ‘speak  o|  a  lamb  on 

a  throne.  And  yet  that  ts  the  Christian  concep¬ 
tion  of  life.  God's  idea  of  right,  and  (god's  method 
of  dominion.  In  this  It  Is!  utterly  |at  .variance 
with  the  conception  of  men.  {These  ldjtas  come  aft- 
ten  in  contrast  and  Into  ccgifllct.  When  Jesus 
told  Peter  he  was  going  up  to  Jerusalem  to  Ruffer 
many  things  and  be  put  to  death,  Piter  tried  tp 
prevent  him.  saying  “Be  It  far  from  the  Lprd.f 
But  Jesus  said  thou  minded  not  tlife  things  of 
God.  but  the  things  of  men!  God's -  Idea  is  thR 
way  to  victory  and  dominion-.  Is  throiKh  suffering 
ancf  sacrifice.  Man's  idea  l&.  quite  different. 

Paul  was  thoroughly  concerted  to  Jesus'  con* 
ceptlon.  as  every  true  Chris^an  is.  He  came  to 
where  he  could  say  from  thi  depth  ’of  his  soul. 
“God  forbid  that  I  should  glRry  savejjin  the  fcross 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  ill  rough  jwhlch  1  am 
crucified  to  the  world  and  theijworld  td  me."  Again 
he  says,  “I  have  been  crucified  with  Christ  and  1R 
is  no  longer  I  that  live  but  Christ  llfeth  In  me." 
This  Is  not  only  the  Christ  ltfis.  It  lp  tj|e  victorious 
life,  the  way  to  victory.  10  this  Jesus  set  thje 
example  for  Paul  says  of  him.  “He  counted  it  nojt 
a  thing  to  be  grasped  to  be'jon  an  enuallty  with 
God.  but  emptied  himself,  taking  the  form  of  a 
servant,  being  made  In  the  jilkeness  nf  men,  and 
being  found  In  fashion  as  4  man.  ihe  humbled 
himself,  becoming  obedient  wren  unfd  death,  yea 
the  death  of  the  croas.  wfiereforei]  God  highly 
exalted  him  and  gave  him  a  .name  which  Is  Obore 
every  name.  This  is  according  to  the  prophecy 
of  him  In  Isaiah  which  slid:  ‘.‘He  hathj  put 
him  to  grief;  when  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an 
offering  for  sin.  he  shall  prolong  his  (jays.  There¬ 
fore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion  wllji  the  great, 
and  he  shall  divide  the  spol{  with  thjp  strong.” 

But  back  to  the  book  of 11  Revelation:  "And  I 
beheld  and  lo.  In  the  midst  if  the  thifone.  and  of 
vthe  four  living  creatures,  an  j  In  the  Rnldst  of  the 
Elders  stood  a  Lamb  as  It  {bad  bee®  slain,  hav¬ 
ing  seven  horns  and  seven  Ryes”  A  few  verses 
below  we  are  told  that  “They  fell  dovjjn  before  the 
Lamb  offering  the  prayers  [of  the  faints.  The 
seven  horns  and  the  seven  eRes  are  tljie  power  and 
wisdom  resulting  from  the  ^fulness  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  In  the  last  chapter  bf  Revel|tlon  we  are 
told  that  the  river  of  the  Water  of  life  proceeds 
out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Ltmb.  What¬ 
ever  of  life  there  Is  In  a  Christian  is  the  result 
,  of  the  enthronement  of  Jesui  Christ  tiie  Lamb  of 
God  In  the  heart.  He  who  Riade  thq  offering  for 
our  sins  becomes  the  supply  of  life  to! us;  the  sup¬ 
ply  and  source  of  life  because  he  ts  the  atone¬ 
ment  for  our  sins. 

It  is  still  true  that  becaufe  of  thei  suffering  of 
death  he  was  crowned  with  -glory  and  honor.  It 
la  atlll  true  If  we  suffer  wjth  him  we  shall  be 


glorified  with  him.  Rom.  8:llr.  It  Is  the  law  of 
life  that  if  we  would  be  great  we  must  become 
servants;  if  we  would  be  greatest,  we  must  be¬ 
come  slaves.  It  was  no  exceptional  proposition 
that  Jesus  made  to  James  and  John  when  they 
asked  to  be  given  places  at  hts  right  hand,  he 
made  another:  Are  ye  able  to  drink  of  the  cup 
that  I  drink  and  to  be  baptised  with  the  baptism 
that  I  am  baptized.  Not  only  in  the  religion  of 
Jesus,  but  In  the  kingdom  of  Qod,  which  is  the 
final  and  everlasting  kingdom  the  throne  Is  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  lamb,  the  meek,  ta  unselfish,  the 
sacrificial  spirt.  Other  Ideas  and  conceptions  will 
.  vanish  by  and  by.  But  the  lamb  Is  on  the  throne 
forever  and  ever.  The  way  of  the  cross  Is  the 
way  to  the  throne. 

THAT  DffNATUHE^)  GOSPEL.

Brother  J.  E.  HeatR  has  Something  to  say  on 
this  subject  In  this  week's  jssue  of  the  Record. 
Having  read  that  you  will  read  this  brief  reply. 
Brother  Heath  objects  to  thR  efforts  on  the  pari 
of  a  preacher  to  straighten!  out  the  bad  places 
in  the  lives  of  the  church  iRembers.  He  thinks 
God  will  do  that  without  thR  preacher  bothering 
himself  about  It.  To  this  We  have  three  brief 

word*  In  reply.  [ 

The  first  Is  that  the  Lord  doesn't  do  It  without 
our  preaching  and  effort  biit  by  our  preaching 
and  effort.  The  Lord  uses  means  in  the  sancti¬ 
fication  of  believers.  The  means  are  his  Spirit 
and  his  word  faithfully  preached  and  obeyed. 
This  Is  a  matter  of  common  and  constant  exper- 
ience  and  observation  Every  preacher  knows  this 
and  everybody  else  knows  it  for  without  that 
there  would  never  be  any  need  of  preaching  ex¬ 
cept  to  the  unconverted. 

The  second  word  In  answer  ts,  that  this  meth¬ 
od  Is  the  one  used  In  the  New  Testament.  All 
the  books  of  the  New  Testament  were  written  to 
Christians.  They  were  written  to  help  them  to 
be  better  Christians,  to  help!  them  to  get  rid  of 
sin,  to  urge  them  to  put  It  away  from  their  lives. 
Some  of  them  needed  It  mlglity  bad  for  Paul  had 
to  say  to  them,  “Let  him  that'stole  steal  no  more.” 
He  urged  them  to  quit  lylnR  and  polluting  their 
mouths  with  filthy  speech.  |  He  urged  them  to 
put  to  death  their  members  Which  were  on  earth 
such  as  fornication  and  all  |  uncleanness.  Jesus 
said,  "It  a  branch  bears  frull,  the  Father  purgeth 
It  that  It  may  bear  more  frujlt.  What  our  people 
need  Is  to  be  taught  that  feldwshlp  with  Christ  Is 
utterly  In  consistent  with  an!  unclean  life,  and  to 
live  with  Christ,  to  walk  With  him  requires  as 
well  as  makes  possible  a  righteous  life. 

The  third  thing  we  wish  t<>  say  Is  that  the  doc¬ 
trine  which  Brother  Heath  seems  to  teach  It  Just 
another  kind  of  hardshellism.  The  genuine  ar¬ 
ticle  of  hardshell  does  not  believe  In  preaching 
to  sinners,  for  he  says  If  Go(l  wants  to  save  any¬ 
body  he  will  do  it  without  jour  help.  This  new 
kind  of  hardshellism  would  spend  all  Its  time 
preaching  to  sinners  the  doctrine  of  salvation  by 
grace,  but  would  not  allow  you  to  preach  to  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  saved,  because  If  God  Is  the  one  who 
saves  them  by  grace,  he  doesn’t  need  any  of  our 
help  In  preaching  righteousness  to  them  for  he 
will  make  them  righteous  without  our  help.  But 
■what  God  commands  us  to  do  Is  to  preach  to  both 
of  them  and  God  will  work  through  his  word  to 
produce  righteousness  by  faith,  both  the  Imputed 
righteousness  and  the  Imparted  righteousness. 
Salvation  according  ,  to  thei  New  Testament  Is 
(Lk.  1:74,  75)  "to  grant  unto  us  that  we  being 
delivered  out  of  the  hand  of;  our  e  nemies  should 
serve  him  without  fear,  in  holiness  and  righteous¬ 
ness  before  him  all  our  dayR."
